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Parking 
bays call 
set to be 
snubbed 

DOZENS of people have 
signed a petition calling on 
parking restrictions on a 
busy high street to be re¬ 
laxed - but it looks set to fall 
on deaf ears, with a decision 
likely today, Thursday. 

Sandwell Council has re¬ 
ceived a petition signed by 
46 people concerning High 
Street in Cape Hill, Smeth¬ 
wick, calling for the general 
public to be able to park on 
the road. 

Currently the use of park¬ 
ing bays is restricted to resi¬ 
dent permit holders only. 

But businesses say there 
are problems trying to find 
spaces in nearby roads. 

Officers are however 
recommending that the 
borough’s highways chief 
Councillor Maria Crompton 
takes no action when the 
matter comes before today’s 
meeting. 

A report to Councillor 
Crompton says: “The peti¬ 
tioners claim due to the lack 
of space in other nearby 
roads, the public and busi¬ 
ness owners are experienc¬ 
ing difficulties when looking 
for parking spaces. 

It added: “Observations 
on site did reveal parking 
spaces available in the res¬ 
idents parking bay during 
the day. However, to make 
the bay shared use may pre¬ 
vent residents from parking 
when returning during the 
day.” 

Bridge man 
sparks alert 

A SECTION of the M5 lead¬ 
ing on to the M6 was closed 
by police after a man was 
seen close to the edge of a 
footbridge. 

Motorists faced delays 
when both carriageways of 
the motorway between the 
M6 link and junction one for 
West Bromwich were closed 
at around 7.30pm last night. 

The 35-year-old was later 
detained under the Mental 
Health Act. The motorway 
fully reopened at 8.30pm 
but police say this was ham¬ 
pered by motorists getting 
out of their cars.

100 JOBS BOOST 


COUNCIL chiefs hope the creation 
of a new industrial site at a former 
school and training centre in Oldbury 
will bring up to 100 jobs. 

They are now looking for investors to come 
forward after the submission of outline plans 
to turn the Training and Development Centre 


in Popes Lane into a nc 

Officers from the council’s 
regeneration and economy 
team have put together the 
scheme that will see the site 
transformed into a 205,000 
sq ft industrial develop¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
cabinet member for jobs 
and economy said: “We are 
trying to attract interested 
businesses into the borough 
to invest locally and sup¬ 
port industry in the Black 
Country. We hope that this 
site, along with others, will 
attract developers and em¬ 
ployers from advanced in¬ 
dustries into the area.” 

Located 

The centre is less than 
two miles from junction two 
of the M5 motorway in Old¬ 
bury, which council bosses 
have said will make it an 
attractive site for future in¬ 
vestors. 

“We know that there are 
manufacturers out there 
looking for a ready pre¬ 
pared site like this,” said 
Councillor Jones. “This is 
the council investing in a 
site that is ideally located 
near to a major motorway 
in the heart of Britain that 
will connect them to other 
businesses in the north and 
south. We are putting our 
money where our mouth is.” 

Outline plans for the site 
also open the possibility for 
it to be turned into offices or 
used for green technologies 
including waste recycling

and management. The site 
of the former council build¬ 
ing served as the Albright 
Secondary School from the 
1930s, before being turned 
into a training centre fol¬ 
lowing its closure in 1983. In 
total, 150 council staff were 
based there. Some were of¬ 
fered redundancy last year, 
with the remainder moving 
out earlier this year. 

The plans are expected to 
be approved later this year. 

Meanwhile a similar 
scheme in Kelvin Way, West 
Bromwich, could see the cre¬ 
ation of a 160,000 sq ft de¬ 
velopment that is expected 
to attract more than 100 
jobs, as companies involved 
in the burgeoning automo¬ 
tive and electrical trade are 
rumoured to want to move 
on site. 

Councillor Jones added: 
“This development will be 
similar to the proposed de¬ 
velopment in Kelvin Way, 
which is expected to cre¬ 
ate more than 100 jobs, 
but this site in Popes Lane 
could be even bigger if the 
right employer chooses to 
develop the site. We are 
doing everything we can to 
attract new employers into 
the area.” 

A detailed plan of the site 
in West Bromwich is ex¬ 
pected to be submitted in 
the coming months.

ORGANISERS of what is believed to 
be the country’s biggest St George’s 
Day parade are looking for help with 
funding to secure the event’s future, 
following the success of Sunday where 
an estimated 15,000 people were in at¬ 
tendance.

The 45-year-old said: “It’s so hard to 
get the amount that we need. We have 
to pay for bands on the day, road clo¬ 
sures, marshals, the list goes on. 

“We will speak to anyone who is 
forthcoming about helping us to raise 
the money, we won’t rule anyone out. 
As long as it brings the community to¬ 
gether and highlights what we are try¬ 
ing to do, then we are open to offers.” 

Events such as a night of music and 
a raffle at Charlemont Bowling Club, 
on April 11, are keeping the parade 


going year after year. Mr Cowles said 
Sandwell Council helped financially 
for a number of years, but following 
swingeing cuts to local authorities it 
had to stop its support. 

Mr Cowles said: “People from all 
over the country have contacted me to 
ask about how they go about putting 
their own parades on, from places like 
Brighton and London. Really we are a 
benchmark for the country.”

Mr Boparan, aged 47, of 
Little Aston, started out 
working in a butcher’s shop 
in Bilston at 16. 

The food group he has cre¬ 
ated has has grown to take 
over household names like 
Northern Foods and Harry 
Ramsden’s. 

He started 2 Sisters in 
1990 with a small bank loan 
and has seen it grow to em¬ 
ploy more than 24,000 peo¬ 
ple, with annual sales now 
exceeding £3 billion. 

It includes chicken pro¬ 
cessing factories in Smeth¬ 
wick, West Bromwich and 
Wolverhampton. 

Meanwhile, London-based 
entrepreneurs Srichand and 
Gopichand Hinduja top the 
British Asian rich list. 

They have a combined 
fortune of £13.5bn from 
running a multinational 
conglomerate and busi¬ 
nesses as diverse as trucks 
and lubricants to banking 
and healthcare.

GPs surgeries may soon open all week

in brief 


DOZENS of GPs surgeries in the Black 
Country could be set to open seven days a 
week under new government plans to ex¬ 
tend opening hours across the country. 

Currently only a tiny fraction of practices 
in the UK are open all week on a full-time 
basis. 

But David Cameron has set out plans 
aimed at making it easier for working peo¬ 
ple to access medical services at times when 
practices are traditionally closed. He said: 
“We want to support GPs to modernise 
their services so they can see patients from 
8am to 8pm, seven days a week.” 


As part of a drive to ease winter pressures 
local health and care providers were each 
given a share of £250 million worth of gov¬ 
ernment funding. 

The cash has enabled health care bosses 
in Sandwell, Walsall and Wolverhampton 
to pilot seven-day opening schemes to test 
demand for the service. 

Sandwell Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) ran a pilot scheme involving all 112 
GP practices based in Sandwell and West 
Birmingham. 

Under the scheme, which came to an end 
on March 31, any patient registered with a 


practice was able to make an appointment 
with a GP on a Saturday or Sunday. 

Chair of Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Clinical Commissioning Group, Dr Nick 
Harding said: “We introduced seven day ac¬ 
cess to GP appointments for Sandwell and 
West Birmingham patients over the winter 
period. 

“We are currently looking at the usage 
figures for this project and will be using 
these as we plan our future services.” 

Meanwhile in Walsall, 24 surgeries pi¬ 
loted seven-day opening during February 
and March. Over the two-month period pa¬ 


tients registered at participating GPs were 
offered the chance to book extra appoint¬ 
ments at weekends. 

Salma Ali, spokesperson for Walsall CCG, 
said the pilot would test the need for ad¬ 
ditional opening hours during the tradi¬ 
tionally busy winter period. The group is 
currently evaluating patient take up during 
the scheme. 

Dr Dan de Rosa, Chair of Wolverhampton 
CCG, said the group would be evaluating 
the successes of recent pilot schemes before 
making a decision on the implementation of 
seven-day opening.

MEMBERS of the community helped by the 
efforts of a former councillor have paid trib¬ 
ute to her saying she ‘was a force for the 
good’ for the area she represented. 

Mary Docker served as a councillor from 2004 to 
2012 in the Blackheath ward, where she worked as a 
market trader, running the Moonbeam Textiles stall. 
She was also the former deputy leader of Sandwell’s 
Conservative opposition party before losing her seat 


on the authority. 

The mother of two died a 
few weeks short of her 60th 
birthday, after losing her 
battle with cancer and her 
funeral is due to take place 
at St Hubert’s RC Church, 
Oldbury, on Tuesday at 
11am followed by burial at 
Rowley Regis Cemetery.. 

A minute’s silence was 
held at a Sandwell Council 
meeting and tributes from 
Conservative colleagues 
flooded in. 

During her time as a coun¬ 
cillor and even afterwards, 
she was involved in a range 
of campaigns including for a 
ramp for wheelchair users 
at Powke Lane Cemetery in 
Rowley Regis. 

Wayne Parkes, former 
branch secretary at Black- 
heath Royal British Le¬ 
gion who worked with Mrs 
Docker at the time, said: 
“She was a force for the 
good of the area without a 
shadow of a doubt. She was 
very easy to get along with - 
a very nice person with the 
local community at heart.” 

Mrs Docker had also been 
chairman of the Blackheath 
Business and Community 
Association, which meant 
she was involved in the or¬ 
ganisation of the annual 
Tree of Life event in the 
town, at St Paul’s Church, 
Long Lane, in memory of 
lost loved ones. 

She has also overseen the 
town’s 15 camera CCTV sur¬ 
veillance system and helped 
manage traders’ radio link, 
working with police to pro¬ 
vide evidence on crime that

took place in the town, as 
well as campaigning in the 
interests of traders. 

Sue Fullwood, who used 
to work in the market at 
Blackheath at the Scrib¬ 
bles stall with Mrs Docker, 
before moving to run Sue’s 
Krafty Bits now in Hayley 
Green, also paid tribute to 
Mrs Docker. 

Mrs Fullwood, who also 
used to attend traders 
meetings with Mrs Docker, 
added: “She was a formida¬ 
ble woman. If she knew she 
was right on something, she 
was totally unmovable. A 
lot of good things in Black¬ 
heath would not be in place 
without her pushing and 
pushing.” 

Mrs Docker had contin¬ 
ued to campaign even after 
losing her council seat, call¬ 
ing for better, cleaner public 
toilets in Short Street Car 
Park, on Henderson Way, 
Blackheath, for the bene¬ 
fit of elderly visitors to the 
town, before the decision 
was taken to close them.

'Failure to consult' on GP closure criticised 


A COUNCIL health watchdog has written 
to the Government to criticise NHS Eng¬ 
land’s ‘failure to consult’ with 2,500 pa¬ 
tients before a GP surgery was closed. 

Sandwell Council’s health scrutiny board 
has written to the Secretary of State for 
Health Jeremy Hunt to criticise what it 
calls the ‘failure to consult’ with the pa¬ 
tients of Mailing Health in Wednesbury 
before it closed last Friday. 

Chiefs say in their letter they first 
warned NHS England they needed the 
council-owned land back, where the surgery 
was sited, so they could begin work on a lei¬ 


sure centre next door last June. Bosses then 
claim NHS England decided not to renew 
the surgery’s contract in January but did 
not inform them. 

Councillor Paul Sandars, who chairs the 
board, wrote: “The scrutiny board was not 
informed of this decision but found out 
by chance from local ward councillors. In 
addition to this there was also a failure 
to engage patients in the decision making 
process. By the time Scrutiny discovered 
the proposal, effectively it was too late for 
other options, including the relocation of 
the premises, to be considered. 


“The relocation of the practice would not 
have been feasible without the three month 
lead in time required for IT purposes. 

“The Scrutiny Board wanted to en¬ 
sure that the best possible outcomes were 
achieved for local residents who were pa¬ 
tients of the surgery, the achievement of 
this was impeded by a lack of consultation 
on proposals to close the surgery.” 

A petition with more than 800 signatures 
calling for the centre to remain open was 
delivered to Parliament last month. 

Both the Mailing Health and The Spires 
health centre were due to have new prem¬ 


ises as part of a £9 million new health 
scheme due to be built in High Bullen. 

The centre, originally known as the 
‘2010 project’ because of when it was due 
for completion, has not yet begun, though 
NHS England has insisted it is ‘committed 
in principle’ to the scheme. Bosses at the 
cash-strapped council have said they can¬ 
not bank land indefinitely for the benefit of 
the NHS, if no progress is due to be made 
on schemes. Mailing Health was originally 
given a five-year contract, which was due to 
expire by the time it should have relocated 
to the new health centre. 


Overcrowding biggest 
bugbear for tram users 


OVERCROWDING has been identified as the 
biggest bugbear for tram passengers in the 
West Midlands, according to a watchdog. 

Passenger Focus carried out a survey of 556 pas¬ 
sengers on the Midland Metro service, which runs 
from Wolverhampton to Birmingham. The study 
found that most passengers were happy with the ser¬ 
vice, which compared favourably with other forms of

However, the biggest 
source of complaints sur¬ 
rounded a lack of space. 

While the service was 
praised for the condition 
of its vehicles, punctuality 
and journey times, 30 per 
cent identified the lack of 
personal space as a problem 
and a quarter said they were 
dissatisfied with the availa¬ 
bility of seating or standing 
areas. 

Two-thirds of passengers 
in the West Midlands said 
it represented satisfactory 
value for money, although 
18 per cent thought the 
fares were too expensive. 

Paul Griffiths, Metro pro¬ 
gramme director at public 
transport authority Centro, 
said he was pleased with the 
findings of the survey. 

He added that a new £40 
million fleet of larger trams 
would be running from the 
summer onwards, allevi¬ 
ating the problems with 
crowding. The new trams 
will be a third bigger than 
the existing stock, able to 
carry around 210 passen¬ 
gers, compared to 156 on the 
current model. 

“This, together with a 
frequency of 10 trams an 
hour, will increase overall 
capacity by 40 per cent, eas¬ 
ing the overcrowding that 
sometimes occurs during 
peak times as a result of the 
Metro’s popularity,” he said. 

Almost half of respond¬ 
ents said they would use the 
trams more often were it not 
for the crowding on board.

Boost for airport 

MORE than 600,000 pas¬ 
sengers passed through 
Birmingham Airport last 
month, a 4.5 per cent in¬ 
crease compared to March 
last year.

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SO after years of being told to 
cut down on our drinking, at last 
there’s an expert who has come 
up with some advice we can all 
raise a glass to. 

Dr Kari Poiklainen, who used 
to work for the World Health Or¬ 
ganisation now says its okay to 
drink six pints a day. 

Or if beer’s not your bag, a full 
bottle of wine is all right too. 

He says ‘moderate’ drinking 
is better for your health than ab¬ 
stinence, which in itself is prob¬ 
ably not that controversial. But 
it is his definition of moderation 
which might raise one or two 
eyebrows. 

Apparently, Dr Poiklainen - 
try saying that after six pints of 
Banks’s - reckons anything up to 
13 units a day should be ok. 

To put that into context, the 
Government’s recommended 
limit is 14 units a week for wom¬ 
en, and 21 for men. Or in the 
traditionally po-faced US, it’s 14 
units a week full stop. In fact, 
you may remember a while back 
they tried stopping anybody 
from drinking anything at all, and 
that worked out, didn’t it? 

Still, Dr Poiklainen has been 
researching the effects of alco¬ 
hol for years, something I have 
no difficulty in believing. 

And you have to say, the pros¬ 
pect of joining for a spot of his 
‘research’ does sound rather 
good fun, doesn’t it? You know, 
ask him nicely, and he might take 
you on a tour of some of his fa¬ 
vourite labs. 

Predictably, the anti-drinking 
establishment has been unim¬ 
pressed by the Finnish experts’ 
work, with Julia Manning of the 
think-tank 2020Health, describ¬ 
ing his claims as ‘an unhelpful 
contribution to the debate.’ 

Now I tend to be deeply scep¬ 
tical of anyone who thinks that 
jumbling up letters and numer¬ 
als, with no gap in between, is 
the hallmark of a modern, pro¬ 
gressive organisation. 

And I really would like to be¬ 
lieve Dr Poiklainen, who of 
course has a book to sell, but on 
this occasion I fear Mrs Manning 
might be right. 

My first reaction on reading 
about Dr Poiklainen’s work was 
that I wished he was my doctor. 
I mean, who wouldn’t want to be 
told it’s ok to live every day like 
closing-time at Oktoberfest?

Hall new look after 
venue is revamped 


ADAM GRINSELL reports 
on the changes taking 
place at the ever-popular 
Wednesbury Town Hall 

IT has been a meeting place for 
generations and now a town 
hall has undergone a £500,000 
transformation as it looks 
ahead to a bright future. 

From hosting ballroom dances 
to staging visits from pops tars, 
Wednesbury Town Hall is in great 
demand. 

There has been a huge increase in the 
number of visitors, with an estimated 
footfall in the past three years of around 
50,000. 

This has prompted the six figure in¬ 
vestment in the building which has in¬ 
cluded the creation of a new box office. 

The interior has also been spruced 
up with a lick of paint and new fittings, 
and Sandwell Council housing staff have 
moved in to the improved offices. 

Facilities 

The authority is spending more than 
£300,000 relocating some of its staff 
from its housing office to the town hall, 
on Holyhead Road, so some residents can 
go in to pay their rent. 

It has spent a further £200,000 on 
improving its facilities for community 
groups that use the building. 

A lift for disabled visitors has been in¬ 
stalled, which takes the place of a storage 
cupboard, as well as a toilet. 

Meanwhile councillors will also be 
talking to energy company Eon about 
the possibility of fitting ‘down lights’ to 
brighten up the building at night. 

There is also a new box office tele¬ 
phone number for booking tickets, while 
the group that organises events at the 
hall, Wednesbury Celebrates, has taken 
on two caravans in Wales that people

can book for holidays. Councillor Elaine 
Costigan, who represents the Wednes¬ 
bury North ward, has welcomed the 
refurbishment work. 

She said: “It’s nice to see a town hall 
coming back into use, and it gets pen¬ 
sioners out and alleviates loneliness. 

“It’s just absolutely wonderful, and 
great news for Wednesbury.” 

Keys to the building have been 
handed back to the council and the first 
event after the reopening is tomorrow 
night with the Wednesbury Commu¬ 
nity Awards. 


They aim to reward people who work 
tirelessly for the good of their commu¬ 
nity. 

People have been able to nominate 
their unsung heroes for eight catego¬ 
ries. 

They are Improving the Environ¬ 
ment, Bringing Communities Together, 
Working with Adults and Older Peo¬ 
ple, Community Safety, Community 
Friendly Trader, Working with Chil¬ 
dren and Young People, Community 
Learning and The Wednesbury Star.

Gavin Williamson, the always 
friendly and cheerful MP for 
South Staffordshire, says 83,000 
more people are in work since 
the Tories didn’t quite come to 
power. 

“That means 83,000 more 
hard-working people bringing 
home a regular pay packet, giv¬ 
ing them and their family more 
financial security for the future,” 
he said. 

Labour has a very different 
view of the ‘secure future’ we are 
embarking on. 

Dudley MP Ian Austin says a 
record 93,461 people used West 
Midlands food banks in the last 
year, including 35,425 children. 
He suggests ‘thousands of fam¬ 
ilies in the West Midlands face a 
cost- of-living crisis and the ben¬ 
efits system is in chaos’. 

Those figures are from the 
Trussell Trust charity. And the 
Government thinks they might 
be making a rod for their own 
back. 

An unnamed spokesman for 
the Department for Work and 
Pensions said: “Even the Organ¬ 
isation for Economic Co-opera¬ 
tion and Development says there 
are fewer people struggling with 
their food bills compared with a 
few years ago, benefit process¬ 
ing times are improving and the 
Trussell Trust’s own research 
recognises the effect their mar¬ 
keting activity has on the growth 
of their business.” 

It comes down to your point of 
view. Fewer people struggle with 
food bills, but food bank use has 
grown.

Wolverhampton MP Pat Mc- 
Fadden made some remarks in 
a broadcast interview this week 
that he wants a Labour par¬ 
ty that ‘takes wealth creation 
every bit as seriously as its fair 
distribution’.

It aims to redesign ser¬ 
vices in both areas by using 
the latest technology to 
bring GP services into the 
21st century. Sarb Basi, 
Vitality Partnership chief 
operation officer, said: “We 
believe this is the right 
thing for our patients and 
are looking forward to an 
exciting next 12 months 
putting together what is a 
very innovative, high qual¬ 
ity, primary care approach.” 

One of its key aims is 
to keep GP services open 
longer and later so that pa¬ 
tients can see their doctor 
between 8am and 8pm seven 
days a week.

A NEW £2 million animal hos¬ 
pital has taken a step for¬ 
ward after plans were recom¬ 
mended for approval. 

The plans come after an in¬ 
crease in demand for services by 
the PDSA at its current base in 
Hagley Road, Quinton. 

The new centre would be built on 
Wolverhampton Road, in Oldbury, 
if councillors back the scheme.

Buildings’ disappearance from Chamberlain Square The completed Central Library, which opened in 1974, and example of Brutalist architecture 




Snapper sheds light on how city 
squared up to drastic changes 


The opening image showing the square in the early 1960s 


IT is one of the most recognisable 
sites in the West Midlands. And 
now you can see Birmingham’s 
Chamberlain Square as it was in 
years gone by thanks to the work 
of an amateur photographer. 

It was back in the 1960s and 1970s 
when research chemist and amateur 
photographer Derek Fairbrother set 
about a task to document the changes 
in the city. 

He focused his camera lens on Chamber- 
lain Square, making more than 20 photo¬ 
graphic time-lapse sequences of the public 
piazza. 

The footage has been used to show how 
the site has developed into the busy metrop¬ 
olis it is today. 

And while almost everything else has 
changed one landmark has remained 
throughout the site’s reinvention - a lasting 
memorial to a city mayor as the focal point 
in Chamberlain Square. 


MEMORY LANE 

By Andrew Turton 

The square was named after former 
mayor of Birmingham, Joseph Chamber- 
lain, who was a leading industrialist in the 
fledging city in the late 1800s. 

The Chamberlain Memorial stands 65 ft 
tall with its neo-gothic style reminiscent of 
the Albert Memorial which inside Kensing¬ 
ton Gardens opposite the Royal Albert Hall. 

The first images that Mr Fairbrother took 
are from the mid-1960s when the council 
had removed the pools around the fountain. 
It casts a completely different scene to what 
visitors would see today as the memorial 
marked a busy road junction in the centre 
of the city. The road on the right of the im¬ 
ages is Congreve Street, which used to end 
at Great Charles Street. 

It is now that space that runs to the right 
of the old Central Library, looking down to 
Summer Row. 


The images also give a guide to how the 
giant concrete library rose up, devouring 
two famous old buildings which once stood 
at the square. These buildings that are 
shown bring taken down brick-by-brick, to 
make way for the Central Library were in 
Edmund Street. 

The large building dominating the im¬ 
ages is believed to be the old Mason College 
which had became the University of Bir¬ 
mingham. But soon the landscape was due 
to dramatically changed as canvas sheets 
were draped over the college building. 

The images show this grand old build¬ 
ing lowering over time as the time-lapse 
pictures reveal workers slowly clearing 
the building from the skyline. One benefit 
of the clearance was the opening up of the 
view to show the grand art-deco architec¬ 
ture of Baskerville House off Centenary 
Square. 

Formerly offices for parts of Birming¬ 
ham City Council, including the planning 
department, the Grade II listed building 
was vacant for several years after workers 


vacated the property in the spring of 1998. 
But now it is home to plush offices thanks 
to a £30 million refurbishment finished in 
2007. 

The time-lapse footage moves onto show 
how council bosses pursued plans to create 
the inner city ring road. Other buildings are 
shown being taken down when this area 
was completely remodelled as traffic was 
taken away from the area. 

Historian and Express & Star column¬ 
ist Professor Carl Chinn has helped docu¬ 
ment the dramatic changes in Birmingham 
through the years. And he says the time- 
lapse footage is a record of many of the 
city’s famous former landmarks. “Unhap¬ 
pily we lost many wonderful buildings of 
architectural and civic merit,” he said. 

“I was a youngster when these changes 
were happening but I do know that nobody 
consulted ordinary citizens in those days so 
that their views, sadly, meant little to plan¬ 
ners and developers. Some people might say 
that not much has changed despite consul¬ 
tation processes.”

Programme manager, 
John Tuck said: “Two and 
a half miles of new water 
pipes have been installed be¬ 
tween Perry Barr reservoir 
and Barr Beacon reservoir 
in Walsall. We’ve done this 
so if there’s a problem with 
our system, we can re-route 
water from our neighbour¬ 
ing supplier. 

“This will mean that cus¬ 
tomers who might have been 
without water for a short 
time should still continue 
to receive their water sup¬ 
ply. We’ve worked closely 
with South Staffs Water to 
carry out this important im¬ 
provement. Since work was 
finished in December we’ve 
been testing the new pipes 


and are now delighted to see 
they’re working. This was a 
very ambitious project and 
is the first time that we’ve 
been able to move water 
from a South Staffs Water 
reservoir to a Severn Trent 
one.

Two men have been arrested after a large quan¬ 
tity of diesel was discovered in a warehouse which 
police believe may have been taken from the Mid¬ 


line pipeline. 

The Midline pipeline 
was built in the 1980s and 
runs underground carry¬ 
ing fuel through Wiltshire 
to the Midlands, including 
Birmingham International 
Airport. 

Birmingham Airport said 
there had been no impact on 
the airport as a result of the 
shut down. 

Police officers made the 
discovery in the warehouse 
in West Wellow, on the 
Hampshire/Wiltshire bor¬ 
der, last Thursday. 

The suspects, aged 32 
and 34, were arrested in 
Salisbury, Wiltshire, and 
are being questioned by 
detectives from Hampshire 
police. It is understood that 
detectives are investigating 
whether the 30,000 litres of 
fuel was extracted from a 
pipeline running from the 
Esso refinery at Fawley. 

Officials from the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency and health 
and safety experts have at¬ 
tended the crime scene to 
ensure the safety of the 
area. 

An Esso spokesman said: 
“Esso is assisting Hamp¬ 
shire Police with their 
inquiries following the dis¬ 
covery of a store of fuel in 
the Romsey area. 

“Early indications suggest 
that the fuel may have come 
from a nearby Esso pipeline. 
Investigations continue into

whether this is the case. 
Esso is committed to the 
very highest standards of 
safety. The pipeline has 
therefore been closed down 
and our specialists are work¬ 
ing to check it and, if neces¬ 
sary, effect any repair. 

“We will not resume oper¬ 
ations of the pipeline until 
this work is complete.” 

A Hampshire Police 
spokesman said two men, 
aged 32 and 34 from the 
Salisbury area, were in po¬ 
lice custody for questioning 
on suspicion of conspiracy to 
steal fuel. 

“Police launched an in¬ 
vestigation after a large 
quantity of diesel was found 
in an industrial storage unit 
at West Wellow,” he said. 

“Lines of inquiry in¬ 
clude establishing the exact 
amount of fuel stolen and 
examining the suspected so¬ 
phisticated method used in 
this alleged theft. 

“The discovery was made 
by the unit’s owner at 
around 7.30pm on Thurs¬ 
day. It is believed to have 
been illegally obtained. The 
exact quantity and circum¬ 
stances surrounding the 
accumulation of fuel are 
central to the investigation, 
and detectives are focusing 
on identifying those respon¬ 
sible.”

'Ginger warrior' Julie dies after 
battles with cancer and leukaemia 


A POPULAR mother of four who battled 
breast cancer and survived only to be 
told she had leukaemia less than a fort¬ 
night after being given the all-clear has 
died. 

Former bar and cafe manager Julie Devlin, 
of Walsall, was nicknamed the Ginger Warrior 
for the fight she put up against cancer and she 
raised more than £1,500 for the hospital where 
she received chemotherapy treatment. 

Tributes have been paid to the 49-year-old by her 
sister Dawn Perks, who was found to be a perfect 
match for a stem cell transplant that was carried out 
last year but proved unsuccessful. 

Ms Devlin, who lived in Friezeland Road, 


Reedswood, was diagnosed with breast cancer in Feb¬ 
ruary last year and had a mastectomy at Manor Hos¬ 
pital before being given the all clear the following 
month. 

But she was readmitted to hospital a day later, 
on her 48th birthday, and was diagnosed with acute 
lymphoblastic leukaemia on March 26 last year. 

Ms Devlin, who was born in Wednesbury and was 
a former Wood Green High School pupil, received 
chemotherapy treatment at New Cross Hospital in 
Wolverhampton and eventually went into remission. 

She was given the go-ahead to have a stem cell 
transplant and her sister was found to be a match. 
The transplant went ahead last September at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Birmingham but two 
months ago she was told it had failed and the leukae¬ 
mia was terminal. 


Mrs Perks, aged 47, said: “We just hoped and 
prayed it would work. When it came back we were ex¬ 
pecting them to say they would do the chemotherapy 
again but they said it was too aggressive. 

“She was in shock when she was diagnosed with 
the leukaemia but she was determined again to beat 
it. We used to call her the Ginger Warrior because of 
the way she said she would fight cancer.” 

Ms Devlin, who ran the Charles Street cafe and The 
Orange Tree pub in Walsall before being diagnosed, 
organised a fundraiser at Bentley Moor Club for the 
ward where she received treatment at New Cross 
Hospital. The £1,520 she raised will be used to buy 
an ice machine and fridge to store platelets and blood. 

She died on April 11 and leaves a partner, Jane 
Faulkner, 47, and children Hugh, 28, Dominic, 26, 
Joe, 23, and Siobhan, 20, and grandson Ollie, four.

When the balance is right, 
there is no such thing as a pest problem, meaning less work 
for you. In return, bees will pollinate your fruits and vege¬ 
tables, giving you more strawberries, apples and tomatoes 
to enjoy.”

There’s hardly been time to draw 
breath between that and the start of 
Vera’s fourth series. 

DCI Vera Stanhope, played so 
convincingly by Brenda Blethyn, was 
also created by Cleeves, and the first 
three sets of cases have proved 
popular with ITV viewers - and with 
the actress who plays her. 

Blethyn has a variety of acclaimed 
roles to her name, including an Oscar 
nomination for playing an overbearing 
mother in Little Voice, but Vera is her 
longest acting commitment to date. 

“I’ll continue to play Vera for as long 
as the audience wants to see her, as 
I absolutely love the character,” says 
the actress. “I was first attracted to the 
role because the drama focuses on 
the crime rather than her personal 


life, and Vera’s not your usual run-of- 
the-mill detective. She doesn’t come 
with any baggage; she’s not 
hampered by romance. If you passed 
her in the street you wouldn’t dream 
she was a detective. 

‘The success of Vera is down to a 
team effort. It sounds a cliche to say 
it, but every single person in the cast 
and crew plays a vital role in the 
show’s success. The international 
success of the previous three series 
is very gratifying and of course it’s 
great to receive such positive 
feedback from fans.” 

In January, Cleeves’ latest book 
featuring DCI Stanhope, Harbour 
Street, was published. It also forms 
the basis of the first case to be 
tackled by the character in this fourth 
run. 

DS Ashworth’s daughter witnesses 
the murder of pensioner Margaret 
Kraszewski on a busy Newcastle train 
at the height of rush hour. 

As a result, he’s keener than ever to 
help Vera apprehend the killer, 
particularly as he feels partly to blame 
for his daughter being on the train in 
the first place. 


“Joe’s daughter Jessie is under 
a lot of pressure to recall the 
events that took place, which is 
obviously very distressing for 
one so young, and which creates 
tension between Joe and Celine. 

Had Joe followed his wife’s advice 
and paid for a taxi home, their 
daughter would have been spared the 
anguish.” 

The investigation eventually leads 
Vera and Joe to the B&B Margaret 
shared with a woman and her 
teenage children. Further investigation 
suggests she knew her killer, and that 
her death was tied to secrets from 
her past. 

Once this case is wrapped up, 
there are three more for the duo to 
get their teeth into - what can we 
expect from those? 

“Viewers will meet Marcus Summer 
(Kingsley Ben-Adir), our new 
pathologist, who is joining the team 
following Billy’s departure,” explains 
Blethyn. “He’s a pretty smart cookie 
and quickly gets the measure of Vera! 

‘And as always we have some 
stunning landscapes featured across 
the four films.”

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New model 
Gran Turismo 
from BMW 
is a change 
of direction

It did everything that was asked of it, and 
more, but the biggest problem lies in the 
minds of potential buyers. 

Having a good idea is only half the battle - 
possibly even less than half. The difficult bit 
tends to be convincing others that you’re not 
completely cracked. 

And so it was with the 3GT. Because BMW has for 
many decades now fashioned its position as a creator 
of fabulous saloons, estates and coupes, but there ap¬ 
pears to be something of a mental block for anything 
that doesn’t fit into that template. 

I must admit that, before it arrived, I wasn’t sure 
whether I would gel with the Gran Turismo’s looks. 
But in the flesh, and with the Sport pack including 
19in wheels, it looked the business - to these eyes 
at least. Particularly because the 3 Series saloon is 
pretty much everywhere and a little individuality goes 
a long way. 

Better still, the differing look is for a purpose, namely 
the extra space on the inside. It’s significantly longer 
than the saloon and Touring and has more length in 
the wheelbase - although to look at, you wouldn’t 
think it was significantly bigger. 

The pay-off is in the back seats though, which offer 
limo-like space. 

True, it wasn’t often than anyone taller than the kids 
travelled in the back, but as any parent knows, the 
more space, the better. 

Handy 

The same goes for the boot too. There’s more space 
than the 3 Series Touring with seats up or down. 

Over the six months the 3’s boot swallowed 
everything from a jet washer to a rabbit hutch and nev¬ 
er batted an eyelid. 

The standard electric hatch and rear-mounted re¬ 
lease for the rear seats came in exceptionally handy 
too. 

My ‘3 had the most humble of the diesel offerings, 
with a modest 143bhp but a very healthy 235lb/ft of 
torque. As diesels do, it loosened up as the miles 
rolled by and the performance was always more than 
enough. 

It was thrifty with it too, although the biggest hurdle 
with achieving good fuel economy was the driver. Over 
the six months it averaged 48mpg, and that was with 
me generally not behaving myself. 

Fun 

On the rare occasions I gave it the full eco ap¬ 
proach, it would hit 70 or even 80 miles per gallon on 
a long run. 

The other simple thing is the 3 GT was great fun to 
drive. It steered and handled with the kind of precision 
you don’t expect from a family car, and that just made 
it all the harder to behave myself. 

In truth, it spent plenty of time trudging up and down 
motorways, and the comfortable seats and good driv¬ 
ing position made short work of that too. 

So, basically, the biggest problem with the 3 GT is 
people think they need a Touring or a saloon instead. 

By all means go right ahead, but given the GT beats 
both for space, offers a better ride and is subtly dif¬ 
ferent from all the other 3 Series out there, it’s worth 
seriously considering this instead. 

This car summed up in a single word: Versatile.
